4, 48 a result of criticisms of the Czech Army's performance in the autumn maneuvers 
made by Soviet Marshal I.T. Peresypkin,a crisis developed in the Czechoslovak 
General Staff in January 1952, Czechoslovak Minister of Defense Dr, Alexej Cepicka, 
son-in-law of Klement Gottwald, took actiun against the Deputy Minister of Defense 
and head of the Czech General Staff, Dr. Jaroslav Prochaska.
